Pacific  Nortiiwest  Selected 
For  Eleventli  Annual  Tour 


The  Eleventh  Annual  Educa- 
tional Summer  Tour  sponsored  by 
the  Department  of  Social  Sciences 
at  Northwestern  State  College  has 
been  set  for  August  6-29. 

The  tour,  this  year  routed  over 
the  northwestern  section  of  the 
United  States,  will  feature  some 
of  the  most  beautiful  scenery  in 
the  country.  Among  the  major  at- 
tractions will  be:  Royal  Gorge, 
Salt  Lake  City,  Bonneville  Salt 
Flats,  San  Francisco,  Crater  Lake 
National  Park.  Willamette  Valley, 
Seattle,  Grand  Coulee  Dam,  Gla- 
cier National  Park,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  and  many  other 
interesting  places. 

A  chartered,  airconditioned  bus 
will  take  a  maximum  of  10  passen- 
gers, including  not  only  partici- 
pants wishing  to  obtain  under- 
graduate or  graduate  credit  in 
geography,  but  also  other  inter- 
ested persons. 

Highlights  of  the  tour  include 
a  tour  of  Salt  Lake  City,  with 
visits  to  the  Temple  Square,  the 
State  Capitol,  and  the  Great  Salt 
Lake;  a  journey  through  the 
scenic  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains 
and  the  Central  Valley  of  Cali- 
fornia; a  tour  of  San  Francisco; 
a  day  spent  visiting  Glacier  Na- 


tional Park;  a  day  in  Yellowstone 
National  Park;  and  a  trip  through 
Grand  Teton  National  Park  and 
across  the  high  plains  to  Rawl- 
ings,  Wyoming. 

The  total  price  of  the  tour  is 
S268.00.  This  includes  all  trans- 
portation, hotels,  baggage-handl- 
ing tips,  sightseeing  and  admis- 
sions which  are  a  part  of  the  tour, 
travel  insurance,  and  the  registra- 
tion fee.  Meals  are  not  included. 
A  deposit  of  S50.00  must  accom- 
pany all  reservations. 

Either  three  or  six  hours  of  col- 
lege credit  in  geography  may  be 
earned  by  persons  who  are  high 
school  graduates  or  college  under- 
graduates. High  school  seniors 
planning  to  enter  any  college  this 
summer  or  next  fall  may  secure 
credit,  and  must  send  a  copy  of 
their  high  school  record  to  the 
Registrar,  Northwestern  State  Col- 
lege.

Crystal-gazing  at  the  gridiron 
prospects  for  the  1961  campaign 
reveals  Coach  Jack  Clayton's 
squad  facing  one  of  the  toughest 
schedules  in  the  long  history  of 
NSC. 

The  addition  of  the  Razorbacks 
from  the  University  of  Arkansas, 
along  with  the  University  of  Mex- 
ico and  the  University  of  Corpus 
Christi,  affords  the  Demons  a 
formidable   10-game   schedule. 

Northwestern  will  be  facing 
Arkansas  for  the  third  time.  In 
1946,  Arkansas  squeezed  out  a 
21-14  decision,  but  came  roaring 
back  the  following  year  with  a 
64-0   season-opening   triumph. 

Two  teams  on  the  1960  sched- 
ule will  not  be  on  the  current 
Demon  slate.  They  are  Lamar 
Tech  of  Beaumont,  Tex.,  and 
Pensacola  Navy  of  Florida. 

The  Demons'  meeting  with  the 
Razorbacks  of  Arkansas  has  been 
set  as  a  night  tilt  in  Little  Rock  on 
October  28,  the  week  following 
the  State  Fair  Classic  against  Lou- 
isiana Tech  in  Shreveport. 

Coach  Clayton  labeled  the  past 
Spring  practice  sessions  as  one 
of  the  finest  in  his  career  of  coach- 
ing. Much  spirit  and  enthusiasm 
was  exhibited,  and  the  annual 
Purple  and  \^^ite  Spring  game 
played  in  Coushatta  was  attended 
bv  a  capacity  crowd  of  some 
2,000. 

The  Spring  tilt  was  shifted  to 
Coushatta,  since  the  field  in 
Demon  Stadium  was  in  the  pro- 
cess of  being  turtle-backed  for 
better  drainage  and  was  not  in 
playable  condition. 

Coach  Clayton  has  singled  out 
the  excellent  work  done  by  the 
assistant  coaches  on  his  staff,  both 
during  the  past  Spring  session  of 
football  and  during  the  Spring 
season  with  its  individual  sports. 

The  entire  1961  squad  has  had 
its  members  either  participating 
in  one  of  the  spring  sports  or  de- 
voting full-time  to  the  daily 
weightlifting  program  being  con- 
ducted at  the  Stadium.  The  re- 
sults of  the  various  Spring  activi- 
ties have  been  very  gratifying. 
Coach  Clayton  said. 

Another  point  of  satisfaction 
came  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  aca- 
demic  year  with   there   being   no 


losses  to  the  squad  because  of 
grades.  A  large  number  of  the 
squad  members  gained  honor  roll 
status,  and  three — Roger  Williams 
of  Natchitoches,  Robert  Marsh- 
man  of  Many,  and  Lonnie  Harper 
of  Shreveport — were  tapped  into 
the  Blue  Key  honorary  scholastic 
and   leadership   fraternity. 

Only  10  lettermen  were  lost  by 
graduation  from  last  year's  squad. 
Twenty-one  monogram  winners 
return,  plus  a  fine  group  of  gradu- 
ates from  the  red-shirt  ranks  along 
with  some  outstanding  recruits 
both  from  the  Louisiana  high 
school  and  transfer  ranks. 

Coach  Clayton  explains  that  the 
biggest  question-mark  of  the 
forthcoming  campaign  will  be  at 
the  guard  position,  where  five 
outstanding  lettermen  were  lost 
via  graduation.  Most  of  the  other 
positions  will  have  plenty  of  ex- 
perience manning  them.
